The Conquest of America,

The following ie-supposed to have 
been written in 1892 by Max Adeler, 
who was a witness of the terrible 
scones which occurred at the time of 
which the story tells. ‘The English 
satire, “The Battle of Dorking,” sup~ 
pies the suggestion for this prophetic 
tale: 

Youu ask me to tell you, my children, 
of the events which immediately pre- 
ceeded the destruction of the once great 
American Union, and the-capture 
of the country by the present Euros 
pean rulers, and to say something al- 
so of the cause which led to these do- 
plorable results. I undertake the task 
with o Hoary. heart, for when I revert 
to that terrible time I cannot help con- 
trasting our proud condition up to 
that fatal year with the humiliating 
position occupied now by the Ameri» 
can people. The story is a short one. 
In the fall of 1872 Horace Greely, 
the editor of anewspaper in NewYork, 
was elected President of the United 
States. The people voted for him be- 
cause they thought he was han onest 
man. And so he was also vain and 
weak, and he entertained certain fa- 
natical and preposterous notions— 
about agricultural matters, for instance 
—which he was determined to furce 
upon the people at al) hazards, and 
despite all opposition. He believed, 
among other things, that every man 
ought to gu to tho West to earn his 
bread, and long before he was chosen 
President he used to advise everybody 
to move to that region, as a cure for 
all disasters that could befall the hu- 
man family. 

As soon as he reached the Execu- 
tive Mansion, which we used to call 
the White House, President Groely 
organized’ an army of, 200,000 men, 
and proceeded tu force the entire pop- 
ulation of the seaboard States wost- 
ward at the point of the bayonet. The 
utmost violence was usel. Those who 
resisted were shot downand their dead 
bodies were carried off to a national 
fuctory which the President had es- 
tablished for muking some kind of 
fantastical fertilizer. All the lar 
cities of tho east were decopulateh 
and the towns were entirely empty.— 

The army swept before it milliona of 
men, women and children, until the 
vast plains west of Kansas were reach- 
ed, when the purauit ceased and the 
army was drawn ap in a continuous 
line, with orders to shoot any person 
who attempted to visit the East. Of 
course hundreds of thousands of these 
poor creatures perished from starva- 

|tion, This seemed to frighten Presi- 
dent Greeley, and ho sent a message 
| to Congress recommending that 700,- 
000 volumes of a book of hia, entitled 
“What I Know About Farming,” 
should be voted for the relief of the 
starving sufferers. This was done, 
jand furming implements ahd seeds 

were supplied, and then the millions 
of wretchod outcasts made ‘an effort - 
to till the ground. OF the result of 
this I will speek further on.
